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DETAILED ACTION

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Independent claim 1 a method of making a semiconductor device is recited in the 
preamble, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is 
unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a method without any active, positive steps delimiting how this method is actually 
practiced. Also, dependent claims 2-1 1 fall together with claim 1 as stated in the above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publi cation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kanda et al. 
(5,204,274). 

As best understood of the claim language in claims 1-11 of the present invention, Kanda 
et al. (5,204,274) discloses a method of making a semiconductor device having a body 
with an isolation region which is recessed in the body, the isolation defines a continuous 
active region in the body, wherein a transistor includes an emitter and a collector of a first 
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conductivity type and a base and collector regions each being provided with a contract 
region for which a first layer is deposited on the surface the purpose. The device further 
includes three contact regions. Further, a second silicon layer is insulated from the first 
silicon layer. The first contact region has impurity, and other elements in the claims. See 
abstract.
